He further intends to secure the servicas of
geutllemwen o lecture fn the library for Lne
benefit of his employes, Such liberallty and
fnterest in behalf of laborers is commendabloe,
and worthy of lmitation by other large manu-
faciurers. On last Baturday eveniug Mr, Bal.
lock's employes gave a festival in the [ustitate,
and the occaslon was ons of profit sad pleasare
to those who participated. Mr. Bullock was
present, and lu response to calls for a speech
mude the jollowing sddress:—

HORRIBLE.

Four Men Blown to Fleces—~The Kxplo-
slon Yesterday In New York Bay—ibho
Partienlnrs.

The New York Herald of this mornlng says:—

Aboul noon on Bunday an explosion voeurred
at the wreck of the steamer Sootland, In the
lower bay, which caused the death of foar wen
and the wounding of several othera. 1t will be
remembered thal some Wme since & conlrack
was enlered 1nto with the United Siates
Government by the Nepinng Submarine
Company to remove the wreok of Lhe large
iron steamship Beotland, which still les nnder
water 1o the lower bay, a short distanos (mslde
of Bandy Hook. Aboul Lbree montus sloos
operations were commenced, and the sompany
seut down to carry on the work the
ropeller Willlam T. Truxton, CUspisio
Jhurchill and four yawl boats, about the slze
of & sblp's lopgboal, for the use of ihe divers
and the other men empioyed in ralsing ihe
sunken vessel, Darlng: the recent storm the
expediijon left the wvessel and anchored in
Sandy Hook dock until the weather should
ggain become calm. On Sunday morning,
sbout nine o'clock, there belng u prospect of
fine weather, the sleamer clearvd out from the
dock and proceeded Lo the wreck; bul before
leaving the Governmenl magazine was visited,
and twe torpedoes, conlaining elghty-five and
& balf pounds of guopowder ench, were placed
on board one of the rmall boats, which was
I.tﬁ?'ed along at some distanoe from Loe sleam
shlp.

AT THE WRECK,

After cbigining the torpeloes and making
fast the line alinched Lo the Kmall boat the exs-
pedition siarted for the scene of operations,
Arrived there, lwo smajl boats, one containing
the torpedoes and the elecirionl aApparatis, and
the other the divers and the alr-pampsy, were
moored over the wréck, Lhe steamer standin
off from them and eoming 1o anchor some
feet distanpt, Operatious wers at onoe com-
menced by gending down adiver named Sterne,
who, afler bein$ below the water ashort tims,
signalied those in the torpedo boat Losend down
oune of the blasting coarges, Hlis gignal was
complied wilh, and aller fixing the torpedo
nuder some portion of the wreck, at a distance
of abouttwenty-elght feet below the snrface of
the waler, e eame up and reporied all ready
for the firing of the ehiarge,

THE EXPLOSION,

This Intelligence was given to Captaln
Churebill, whu, together with George Moors
and James Ouey, two seamen, constituted Lue
persons upon the boat whleh contained the
electrical apparatos and the other Lorpedo.
Before attachiog the wires connected with toe
submerged torpedo Lo the galvanie battery, the
Bparks 1mm which would ignite the fases In
lgo charge, Captaln Churobill expressed an
opinion Ihat the wires atlached were not suill.
clent 1o canse Jgnition, But nevertheless 1he
two boats were pulled away from the wrack
abont 170 feet, a distance, by the by, only
belf as much a8 18 generally allowed, and Lhe
eleotric current was passed along below the
water, An explosion of the submerged charge
entued direcily, of 50 greal foree that both
boats were lifted from Lhe waler into the air a
distance of at least slx feel, Hardly had the
sound of the firet discharge passed away when
the gecond worpedo in the boal also exploded,
blowing the boat In whien It was lylog to
aloms and capslzingithe olther, which was belng
uged by the divers. Caplaln Churchill and the
itwo men who were in the boat witn him were
blown to stoms, sud a diver named Louals
Juger, who wus on the other boat, bad

his brains kpocked ount and was In
stantly killed, as Is sapposed, by a fall-

him to sink, but, haullvg on his iife line, he
came 10 & buoy, 10 whiloh he clung until waken
off by a boat from Lhe steamship. The other
men in the capsized boat, carlonsly enongh,
also clung toa bunoy,and were rescued in the
BAING INWOGLET.
THE CAUSE,

The cause of the explosion ls wrapped in
mystery. Bomseof the saved menare of n}auu‘ou
thal Ciptaln Churchill attached the wires of
the unused tor;u.-dn to the battery; buat it is
generally thought the explosion was caused by
the concussion conseguent upon the explosion
of the submerged charge. This seeams the more

robable, ns the fuses employed are of a very

ellonte nature and easy of lgnition, as also
from the fact that no other theory will explain
the almost simultanecus discharge of both
torpedoes, From the fact that Captain Chuaronill
was an cleotriolan of acknowledeed abllity, and
bad held a position of that characler In Lhe
United States Navy, it 18 generally bellevel to
bhave been an altogether accldentul ovoarrence,
which, under the circumstapcoes, could not
huve been prevented.

THE KILLED,

As already stated, four men's llves were
snorificed by thisfrightful catastrophe—namely,
Captain Churchill, the two seamen, and the
diver, who was killed by some portlon of the
falling debris, It 1s sapposed that the three
first were blown to aloms, as nothing was seen
of thelr bodies after the explosion; and this
supposition 1s supported by the fact lh:&lpur
tions of buman entralls were dlscove on
different parts of Lthe other boat. The diver
who was killed no doabt had his sknll broken,
a8 bralps are also spattered upon the gunwale
pear which the unfortnnate man & Boats
were sent from the steamer and every endeavor
fnaua‘to recover Lthe bodleas, bui all search was
n vain,
